Aspects of Law in 
Child Accidents 


When children are nearby, the 
law holds that an adult must éx- 
pect thera to behave like children 
and not like adults. When a driv: 
er, for example, sees 
bounce into the street, he should 
be prepared to see a child dash 
afier it. So the driver must use 
“ordinary care’ to see whether 
children are near his car to keep 
from hurting them, especially in 
places where children are likely 
to gather, like schools, play- 
grounds, and residential areas, 
You cannot predict what a child 
may do, and so under the law a 
driver should be set to act quick- 
ly. They may be thoughtless and 
impulsive. 

In a recent case a twelve-year- 
old boy was riding his bike. A 
driver struck and injured him as 
he started his car from a parking 
place on church grounds where 
children were playing. 

At first the twelve-year-old lost 
his lawsuit, but the district court 
of appeal called for a new trial. 
It said: It is only sensible to ex- 
ercise greater care for the safety 
of children than for adults, their 
conduct being unpredictable. The 
presence of children in _ itself 
should warn the driver to take 


|care for their safety, especially 


if he knows they are around, 
even though he did not see the 
child. 

Here the driver knew that chil- 


| dren were in the area where he 


had parked; he saw them in the 
playground and saw the bikes 
parked nearby. He knew that 
children rode their bikes in the 
area; he himself had warned 
them about it. 

This does not apply merely to 
automobile accidents, but to any- 
one working around children.
